Jamea R. Jones was born In Sterl- 
ing, N. Y., on .Nov. IC, 1834, ana was 
one of a family of ton children. In 
1S3G, ho came with hia parents to II- 
linofa -where they settled In Kendall 
county. On their way they passed 
through Cblcngo when the Hrat brick 
building of that city was being erect- 
ed. In 1S43, the family came to Lake 
county, settling near Loon Lake. 

At the breaking out of the Civil 
"War, Mr. Jones enlisted in Company 
K. 12th Illinois Infantry. After the 
expiration of his three months term, 
he returned homo for a time, hut latr 
er re-enllsted In Company H, of the 
One Hundred and Fifty-Third Illinois 
noglmont, remululng with this regl- 
ment until mustered iut In Sept 
1SG5. 

In 18G7 ho was married to Harriet 
E. Hoyt at Chargin Falls, Ohio. From 
this time until 1891, he made his 
home on bis farm near Loon Lake, 
mo'vlng at that time to Antloch and 
remaining here until hIa death which 
occurred at the home of his daughter, 
MlsB Lottie Jones, on Oct. 8, 1923, at 
the age of 88 years, 10 months and 22 
days. 

Surviving him are hla two daugh- 
ters, Miss Lottie Jones and Mrs. Olive 
Haycock, one grandson, OrvlUe Hay- 
cock, one brother and three sisters, 
with numerouii other relatives. 

The funeral servlcea will be held 
from the home Thursday, Oct. 11, at 
two o'clock with burial In the Antfoch 
cemetery.

Thirty years experience as director 
of the Allendale farm has convinced 
Edward L. Bradley, at Lake Villa, of 
badness" in hoya. 

Upon the 2G0 acres of land and wa- 
ter of the farm, "badness" Is account- 
ed a natural part of the development 
of Captain Bradley's devoted himself 
to a new Ideal in boy culture, and his 
faith, he says, in the Inherent good- 
ness of American youth has yielded 
increasingly great returns. 

Foundation of the farm, according 
to Mr. Bradley, might bo taken as a 
protest against the inatltutionalism 
which oftlmea attempts to reform 
boys into the "un-natural little 
angels." The other extreme was nt 
first the policy at the farm and it 
has changed but slightly. ThP boys 
here are of the normal kind, Mr Brad- 
ley says, made from "snaps, snails 
and puppy dog tails." They are en- 
couraged to be themselves. 

There are few warnings or~"dont'd" 
at Allendale. But there Is an unwrit- 
ten law which no one violates. The 
boys may lie. steal, throw stones 
"normally", and pay for it only as 
they might In the best of homes, but 
whoever dares smoke a cigarette 
treads dangerous ground and perhaps 
numbers his days at Allendale. 

"Nothing so limits the future of a 
boy as the cigarette," Captain Brad- 
ley believes. "That Is the only thing 
we will, not tolerate." 

"Some boys require special atten- 
tion," the director admitted, "Some- 
times we fall to handle them. . Then 
wo hand them over to the boys them- 
selves and they always bring them 
around. 

"in all our years we have had to ex- 
pel only two boys. We say to the 
boys: 'Here he Is, if you can put up 
with him. If you want to give him a 
chance, if you will take the responsi- 
bility for his conduct we'll keep him.' 

"They take him and soon Uio ob- 
jectionable qualities disappear. They 
take ^pride in being their brother's 
keeper." 

A list of natlonaltles of the boys on 
the farm includes nearly all the 
names in the league of nations. A- 
mong the hundreds who have gone 
nut from the school, are .many, the 
director says, who are drawing salar- 
ies of 16,000 and |7,000 a year. "And 
they are One family men" he adds.— 
Kenosha* News

Because " of the fact that there 
would bo no Immediate connection 
on tho north, county trunk "F" ro- 
colved little support against trunk 
"C" as the back way route. It was 
pointed out that the road Is crooked 
and would be just as long as the "F".

marsh at the north. 

PeUlIons signed by more than 500 
persons were presented, requesting 
tho commission to leave highwoy 72 
on the system. In some way it had 
become rumored at Burilngton that 
thero was an Idea of removing this 
road from the state system and it was 
to protest against. tills that tho Bur- 
lington delegation appeared.

In a general sense it la apparent 
that the hatcbabillty of eggs depends 
upon the constitutional vigor of the 
breeding stock producing the eggs. 
If the breeders are healthy and vigor- 
ous and are kept in comfortable quar- 
ters, then tho eggs should hatch well, 
providing the methods of Incubation 
have been satisfactory. Taking the 
country as a while, however. Doctor 
Jull believes that the hatching rosulU 
from one season to another are not 
UB good aa might be expected. 

Tho use of pullets aa breedera may 
\iffect this situation on tho foUowlng 
manner: The practice of using pullets 
as breedera frequently leads to the 
use of Immature birds. In this way 
hatching results are affected because 
the young pullets do not seem to have 
the abundance of constitutional vigor 
possessed by older birds. Moreover, 
all birds as pullets usually lay a smal- 
or egg than yearlings.
